The metallic portion of the purse was 
Gemted as ‘though by a severe biow 
of some blunt instrument. The right 
shoulder was found to be dislocated, and the 
arm vadly bruised. There was undoubtedly 
some blunt instrumeut used before the razor 
blade was broaght into play by the nend. 

It is most ullar in connecton with tne 
crime that Gordon Stadler, the only person in 
the house when the deed was done did 
not bear any noise. From this it is judged 
that the siaughter was quick and true.

THE SHOT FIRED DURING A DESPERATE 
STRUGGLE BETWEEN THEM. 


| Woodlock Had Placed Kennedy Under 
Arrest and the Latter EResisted and 
Beat Him—The Deceased Was Fore- 
men ofthe Townsend Feed Co.—The 
Battle Occurred in the West Ind. 


At 2 o'clock this morning Sergt. John OC. 
Woodlock shot and killed George Kennedy, 
foreman of the Townsend Feed Co., 2123 
Lucas avenue. 

Kennedy was resisting arrest at the time at 
the corner of Page and Easton avenues, and 
both men were struggling on the ground 
when the fatal shot was fired. Kennedy's 
body was taken to the Morgue, where it 
was identified by friends. According 
to Bergt. Woodlock’s story he was near 
the junction of the above named streets, 
when he heard some one using vile lan- 
guage. Then hesawtwo men approaching 
with two women. 

Getting behind a treebox he awaited 
developments. One of the men, Wood- 
lock says, who subsequently turned out to 
de Kennedy, was talking in a rather 
loud and boisterous manner and threatening | 
to kill some one. 

THE ARREST AND SHOOTING. 

As the party approached him Wood- 
lock says he stepped out from 
behind the tree box and confronted 
Kennedy, asking him what he meant by such 
talk. At the same time he passed his hand 
to Kennedy’s rear pockets and round, he 
claims, that he was armed. He ther in- 
formed him to consider himself under ar- 
rest. 

To this Kennedy demurred and at once 
showed fight. The two men grappled, and 
Kennedy threw the officer, it is claimed, on 
a pile of macadam in the street, landing on 
top of Woodlock. Then Kennedy bogan to 
beat bim over the head and face with stone’. 
Woodlock tassied with him, and finally suc- 
ceeded, he says, jn turning him over. 

Kennedy, howeyer, secured a strangie hold 
on Woodlock’s neck, and putting his face 
down to him fastened his teeth in his cheek 
and began to chew It. 

Seeing that he would be overcome soon in 
that position Woodlock drew his revolver 
and shot his antagonist, Killing him almost 
instantly. 

The companions of Kennedy disappeared. 
The patrol wagon was called and the body 
taken to the Morgue where, later, it was 
identified. 

WOODLOCK SERIOUSLY INJURED, 

After the shooting, Sergt. Woodlock came 
to the Four Courts in tne patrol wagon of 
the Third District Sub-station. He was a 
padly injured man. While in the office 
of the Chief of Police, Dr. Beano 
von Steinmetz was summoned, 
made an examination.

Counctiman Ferriss on City Finances 
the Remedy. | 

thing the time bas come when the Muni- 
cipal Assembly should seriously consider the 
financial problem which the city of St. Louie 
must solve, said Councilman Franklin Fer- 
riss to a Posr-Disrarck reporter this morn- 
ing.

It the Track Is Muddy He Thinks Pear! 
fong a Certainty—Decline of the Derby 
and the Reasons for It. 


The next great turf event of the year wil 
be the Kentucky Derby ata mile anda half, 
to de run at Louisville May 15. 

There was a time when the Kentucky Derby 
was the turf event of the year. To win it 
was the lifetime effort of those with turf pre- 
dilections, and the horse that earned brack- 
ets was usually destined to go down to his- | 
tory as the head of some famous stad, Take 
the lst of winners. Among them are Aris- 
tides, Hindoo, Fonso, Leonatus, Buchanan 
and Ben All. How closely identified are 
these equine heroes with the racing of the 
present day through their get. 

But much of the old glory has departed 
from the race. Racing has spread so rapidly 
that Kentucky, with its limited resources, 
has been unabie to keep pace with the more 
thickly populated portions of the States and 
there are so many richer prizes than the 
Kentucky derby that it has,in a measure, 
been lostsightof. Still, there clings to it 
many tender memories, like ivy toa crumb- 
ling ruin. The time isnot far afstant when 
it will disappear. Thatis, the distance will 
be reduced and that once done the event will 
lose the little prestige which still attaches 
to it. 

There are reasons why the derby should 
fall by the wayside. It is worth less thana 
quarter of the American derby, and when a 
horseman has 4 good colt he is not likely to 
give him the pounding necessary to carry 
him the derby route when a so much richer 
prize awaits him a month later. I met Col. 
M. Lewis Clark in Chicago ten days ago and 
he told me that he expected eight to go to the 
post. This number has since been reduced 
by the declaring off of Ed Corrigan’s pair, 
Tonyanoxi® and Squarefellow, two sons of 
Longfellow. The race really loses nothing 
by thelr withdrawal. The former is a dog 
and the latter a cripple, witha leg that will 
probably not stand a preparation for any 
kind of race, much less one over the derby 
route. 

The field will probablyibe made from these: 
Charity, Al Boyer, 


Sigard, Tom — 
Chant, Springland, 


Tupto, at, 
Rhett Goode. Pearl Sung. 

Of course, some of these will fall by the 
wayside before the day of the race and may 
be supplanted by others eligible to start, but 
nothing seems to have a chance outside of 
the above list. Charity is a fillyand a fair 
one at that. However, a ally has never won 
the stake, nor is one ever likely to. Early 
in May fillles have so much the 
worst of it that they must be pounds 
better than their fields to even have a 
chance. No filly has ever won an important 


derby, except Modesty, who took the first 
Americantderby. She was a gerend indi- 
vidual, and then besides the American derby 
isruna month iater, when fillies are apt to 
have gotten totheir form. Rhett Goode may 
be one of the starters. He is a grand looking 
gelding, but probably a counterfeit. He ran 
one good race in the mud last year when he 
landed in the first three in the World’s Fair 
stake at The race was 
a uke, colts finished 
back of tires that 
could give any ot them pounds and a beat - 
ing. It was one of those peculiar races 
where bad riding beat the best of those in. 

Ray on Peter the Great and Miller on Flirta- 
tion picked out every bad spot on the deep, 
holding track to go through, while Blaylock 
was cut off a dozen times on Vassal. Still, if 
the track is deep Rhett Goode will have an 
outside chance. Sifted down the race seems 
to be between Chant and Pearl Song. Ifthe 
track is muddy the latter seems to be a cer- 
tainty. Chant cannot run in the mud. it 
takes his class away to run him in a holding 
track, while in slipper going a gelling 
plater can beat him. fis party thought 
they had a good colt in this fellow last spring 
and held him for a Killing at Washington 
Park. Whenthe time came they played him 
for a good * Just before the race a 
shower of rain fell and the track was slip- 
pery as glass. When the wire was reached 
Chant was up at the eighth pole. Eugene 
Leigh was disguested and would have sold 

the colt for a song had his partner, Bob 
Rose, not interfered. Chant’s racine at 
Washington Park was bad, but when Haw- 
thorne was reached his party thought the colt 
was ready again. They sent men all Over the 
country to back him and were willing to take 
odds on for their money. They bet thou- 
sands on bim and tbe lightweighted Bedford 
beat hima head iu a hard drive. From that 
time on Chant was a good colt, but Dy no 
means a consistent one. Probably he was 
trained badly and probably he was run 
short“ at times. Certain it is that he has 
plenty of class and his breeding is excep- 
tionally good. He is by Falsetto out of Addle 
O. and is a full brother to Keene’s good colt, 
Chorister. Chant will have WilHe Martin on 
his back. Apart from lack of strength Mar- 
tin is one ot the best boys before the public 
to-day. In A derby race his judg- 
ment is worth pounds to a colt. 
Chant will be well ridden without doubt or 
question. Pearl Song is also a son of Falsetto, 
out of that good race mare Pearl Thorn. He 
fairly revels in the mud. Bred to go a route 
he has shown that he can negotiate the dis- 
tance, as he won ata mile asa 22-year-old at 
Latonia and beata high-class lot. He is in 
competent hands. Charley Hughes, who 
brought Chant out, has the colt and will 
bring him tothe post fit. It it is muddy it 
looks as though the race was ut his mercy. 
Al Beyer is not much account. He wasa 
maiden until August, and after earn- 
ing brackets was held safe by every 
good colt that met him. Tom Elmore is be- 
ing extensively touted. Pearl song held him 
safe as a 2-year-old and will probably do the 
game as a s-year-old, Still Ems has thrown 
many good race horses and this may be one 
too. Springland and Tupto are in Richard- 
son’s stable. They are respectively son and 
grandson of Longfellow, the former being by 
Harper’s famous horse and the latter by Jils 
Johnson, son of Longfellow. The Longfel- 
lows usually improve with age and the pair 
have a chance to get better of course; stiil as 
2-year-olds they showed an ability to get out 
of their own way that was startling. Pat is by 
Buchanan, and none of the latter’s get, ex- 
cept Buck McCann, have shown a fondness 
for the route. The latter can go it if neces- 
sary, but he would rather not. St. Pat was 

declared by mistake. It makes little differ- 

ence, as it will probably be found before the 

year isout that he would rather a sprint 
course than any othor.

THE DEMOCRATIC CONVENTION. 

As the date of the Democratic State Con- 
vention approaches it is manifest that the 
excitement in the Missouri cuckoo nest is 
becoming intense.

THE UNEARNED INCREMENT. 


The Duke of Argyle has good reason to 
denounce the accepted, the economic the- 
ory of the unearned increment as ‘‘a most 
marvelous fallacy,’’ for it 1s certain that 
if the theory continues to be accepted by 
thinkers for half a century longer it will 
destroy what are now some of the most 
cherished privileges of property in Eu- 
gland and elsewhere. 

In attempting to combat John Stuart 
Mill’s position, His Grace of Argyle rea- 
sons very likea Duke when he says that 
there is an unearned increment in all earn- 
ings—‘ that wages rise and fall from the 
action and from the desires of other men 
with whom the ?aborer has nothing what- 
ever to do. 

This is true, but it does not make it less 
true that if aman buys a bushel of wheat 
at 40 cents and holds it until a corner in 
the market has increased the price to 51, 
he comes into possession of an unearned 
increment. He has taken something for 
which he has given nothing, and his 
action does not differ in ite effects on 
society from larceny or any form of rob- 
bery which does not imply violence or un- 
lawful conduct. 

The illustration may be too extreme for 
the theory of Mill, but the principle ap- 
plies whether the unearned gain is from 
dealing in wheat, in land, in money or 
merely from the enjoyment of ancestral 
privilege. When all has been said that 
can be said, it remains true that the man 
who, regardless of whether or not he earns 
what he gets, takes as much and gives as 
little a» possible, is defrauding society in 
the measure of his success. 

Every generation of men is indebted for 
most of its comforts and enjoyments to 
the generations which preceded it. We of 
this time have not earned civilization. 
Undoubtedly there is much in it to which 
no amount of labor given by us can give us 
a title in fee. But what we are entitled to 
ig a return for what we do in proportion to 
its value to the rest of our generation and 
to posterity. To that much and to no 
more. 

It is noble self-denial to willingly take 
less. It is robbery which legality cannot 


justify to extort more.

At the first distinct demonstration 
of partisan purpose on the part of the 
Republicans after debate on the amendment 
begins, Mr. Harris will move for an exten- 
sion of the length of the day’s session and 
such restrictions as can be secured towards 
confining the discussion within pertinent 
channels, It is expected by the Democratic 
leaders that such a demonstration will soon 
be made. The Republican Senators are 
nearly all talking in the same veinand that 
indicates a purpose ontheir partto spin out 
the debate. What they mean by the declara - 
tion that aiscusston of the bill must be 
thorough, tg that each paragraph and each 
change made must be explained by the Dem. 
ocrats in charge Of the Dill, They may try to 
go even beyond this. Asa prominent Repub- 
lican Senator said to-day, the Democrats 
have four things to explain, In the fret 
place they must explain the chanwes from 
the McKinley law to the Wilson bill, then the 
changes from the Wilson bill as passed by 
the House to the bill as first amended by the 
Senate Finance Committee; then the changes 
from this bill as forced by the caucus of 
**conservatives’’ and lastly the changes re- 
ported to and approved by the conference 
held last week. Discussion like this could, 
if entered upon and persisted in, be pro- 
tracted for weeks. 

But this is not all. The Republican inti- 
mation is that when the sugar and whisky 
schedules are reached the action of the 
trusts in shaping matters here are to be 
thoroughly ventilated.

Senate will support Cleveland’s policy 
for the restoration of the statu 
uo ante Jan. 16, 1892, when 
Stevens, the jingo representaive of 
the United States, overthrew the legiti- 
mate government and established a 
— apd r which is a curse to 
us isgrace to modern civill- 
* The Hawalians are keeping the 
peace, notwithstanding the insults they have 
received from the Provisional Government, 
for they wish to show every regard 
and courtesy to President Cleveland 
and his policy. 4 bloody revolu- 
tion will follow, however, if the senate falls 
in its duty and throws contempt upon the 
honor,integrity and justice of the policy ofthe 
Chief Magistrate ofthe United States towards 
Hawall. Whatever the Senate may do, you 
may be assured thatl will do my duty to my 
country and that very soon. 

S. M. Damon, Minister ot Finance of the 
Provisional Government, has given 
his assurance to Samuel Parker 
that the Provisional Government would 
retire in a body and surrender control of the 
kingdom tothe Queen as soon as it learned 
that the Senate approves of President Cleve- 
land’s policy. The scheme of the pro- 
visional government for inducing the 
Hawalians to forswear their indepen- 
dence and forsake their Queen turns out a 
complete failure. The Chinese have organ- 
iged as a body to secure the restoration 
of the Queen in case the United 
States Senate fails to do justice. The 
Japanese have taken the same course. 
These, bear in mind, are all apart from the 
Hawalians themselves and from the white 
poemenere. The Hawalians are going to 

hold a mass-meeting next Monday to 
Genounce the fraudulent constitutional con- 
vention and the mock Republic set up by the 
missionaries.’’

Notes of News for Market Men. 


Surrounded by depressing ,conaitions and 
confronted on every hand by disappoint- 
mentg, it is not surpribing that wheat sold 
to-day lower than ever before forthe July 
option, breaking through the Sc fecord that 
was established last week. Everything con- 
spired to down the price from magnificent 
weather and crop prospects to enormous 
supplies, in whichthe decreases were disap- 
pointing,and almost demoralizing news from 
abroad. The availabie supply of wheat is 
once more above 110,000,000 bu, this including 
the visibie of this country and amount afloat 
for Europe, Russia is now pouring her wheat 
into European markets and the latter are 
holding off more and more from American 
wheats. European holders of wheat are re- 
ported to be selling. freely in New York and 
Ohicago as hedges against their large and 
increasing stocks. Russia is shipping and 
offering so much wheat to European markets 
that foreigners have become alarmed, espe- 
Clally English holders of stocks, as the low 
price is apparently no bar to the Muscovite, 
s0 anxious is he to sell. This Russian is hav- 
ing the same depressing effect upon English 
and other foreign markets that Argentine 


wheat had earlier in the year. As an instance 
of how -{~ a. t isin Saver poet sales for 
September reported to-day ia that mar- 
kot at 249 d. “oaulvalent soa 4 exporter 
figured, to dec pet bu at the seaboard in this 
country, . 

It was stated in the Post-DisPraTos about

Ferguson, pastor of the West Oturch, read 
apaper on The Relation of the Clergy to 
the Enforcement of the Civil Law.“

for the existence of a Law and Order 
League, in which ministers were officers, 
he made an abstract argument against such 
organizations. 

In his Inttoduction he said: M task isa 
somewhat delicate one by reason of the fact 


city to get under way a Law and Order League 


in which the Evangelical Alilanee has taken 
aninitiative and 

reetion. In what I may have to say I t 1 
will have the indulgence of those dretbren 


have profound respect. In sueh circumstan- 
ces the expression of an abstract opinion may 
sound likea hostile criticism and therefore 
may expose the speakerto the charge ofa 
spiteful animus toward the brethren and ofa 
leaning toward the elements of municipal 
disorder. I want to disclaim both aspects of 
this possible accusation.’’ Mr. Ferguson 
then made a plea forthe abstention of the 
charch from interference in social affairs. 
His statements were of a genera! impersonal 
character and could be applied to the Law 
and Order League only by a men- 
tal process of the hearer. One significant 
sentence was, And yet I think that these 
ministerial movements are often founded 
upon an exaggerated conception of the evil 
they are designed to rectify and are often 
directed toward impossible ende. 

In conclusion © said: **The ministry, 
more than any other public teaching class, 
should emphasize the dectrine of social indi- 
vidual responsibility. I do not want to be 
understood in these remarks as denying 
or disparaging the citizenship of the 
gospel minister. He is under the same obi - 
gations as a ruling factor in our form of gov- 
ernment as any other male citizen, It is his 
duty to discharge the functions of the citi- 

W hile I do not subscribe to the propo- 
that it is incumbent on min- 
of the gos pel to mingle 
the rabble of the primaries, 
Ido hold that it is his sacred duty to vote 
with other upright men with such unerring 
regard for men of integrity and principles of 
ublic welfare, and without partisan bias, 
hat party leaders will not dare to 
foist upon their parties men of vicious char- 
acter or to incorporate in their platforms 
immoral principles. The minister of the 
gospel isacitizen and should bea true one 
but his sacred office shuts him o 
from leadership in matters 
purely secular. If he oversteps 
the limits of his sacred calling, it is at the 
fearful cost of degrading his high office and 
putting the church in a false light and help- 
ing to make it impossible for her to do her 
saving work amongst men. 


TOO MUCH ASKED OF CHILDREN. 
Rev. H. R. Trickett of East St. Loults read 
an interesting paper at to-day’s meeting of 
the Christian ministers. His subject was 


the Relation of the Sunday-school to the

This letter was not as strong as O'Grady 
wanted it. He came to America, stopping at 
Philadelphia. Here influentiad friends inter- 
ceded for him, and they succeeded in getting 
him back on ten days’ probation, He was 
well on his way 8 be taken back altogether 
when he gota call from the Hishop of vleve- 
land asking him to come to that city. 

He decided to go, but wanted a stronger 
letter of exoneration from Miss Gilmartin in 
case his conduct was ever questioned. He 
decided to come to this city and see Mary be- 
fore going to Cleveland. 

Hither he came and sought her. She did 
everything she could to avoid him, but he 
was wont to wait for her and accost her in 
the streets. On the morning of April 25, 
when she started for her work, she evidently 
knew that her priest-lover was after her, for 
having ridden a short distance on the street- 
car she got off and returned home. 

O“ Grady was following her aud waited un- 
til she was about to enter her home, when he 
fired upon her. This was at rather short 
range and his aim was true.

The junfortunate clergyman, now with his 
hands stained with blood, had not the pres

But the excitement caused by the klll- 
ing roused up police and neighbors and he 
was soon caught. 

When he was arrested and taken tothe 
station he told the police that his name was 
George Reed and that he was 30 years old. 
But bis true name was soon disclosed. As 
soon as he saw that hig case was hopeless, 
that his identity was known and that noth- 
ing but disgrace and perhaps the gallows 
awaited his future, he confessed his guilt 
and hastily taking from his pocket a white 
paper package, tore it open and swallowed 
the contents. 

The police at once saw that their prisoner 
had swallowed arsenic, and lost no time in 
sending for a physician. When the doctor 
came a stomach pump was applied, aut 
dotes and generous quantities of water were 
poured into him, and his life saved in spite 
of himself and the arsenic. 

Oo’ Grady has kept silence since his arrest, 
and refused to open his lips to anyone about 
bis crime excepting his lawyers.
